JUST  A  WORD 


--about  ourselves 


This  is  the  ninth  year  for  the  Baker  Nurseries  in 
the  Valley  and  the  thirtieth  year  in  the  Texas  Gulf 
Coast.  During  this  time  Sam  J.  Baker’s  trees  have 
become  the  standard  of  quality  and  the  synonym  for 
“good  trees.”  Recently,  A.  T.  Potts,  former  Chief  of 
the  Division  of  Horticulture,  Texas  Agricultural  Ex¬ 
periment  Station,  and  for  twenty  years  connected  with 
the  Texas  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  has 
become  a  member  of  the  firm.  Mr.  Potts  has  degrees 
from  the  Texas  A.  &  M.  College  and  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  in  Citriculture  from  the  University 
of  California. 

We  feel  that  this  combination  of  Science  and  prac¬ 
tical  experience  should  enable  the  firm  to  produce 
the  best  trees  that  can  be  grown  and  render  the  best 
possible  service  to  our  patrons.

Budded  or  grafted  trees  are  composed  of  two  dis¬ 
tinct  parts,  root  and  top.  All  ctirus  trees  are  budded 
and  the  two  parts  are  of  about  equal  importance  to 
the  future  tree  in  the  orchard. 

Baker-Potts  tree  roots  receive  the  first  considera¬ 
tion.  They  are  grown  from  the  very  best  Sour  Orange 
seed  obtainable,  gathered  and  cured  especially  for  us 
by  an  expert.  The  seed-beds  are  culled  twice  before 
the  first  transplanting  to  remove  any  weak  or  off- type 
plants.  They  are  then  culled  again  in  the  field  so 
that  only  thrifty,  robust  trees  are  budded.  The  buds 
used  in  all  our  trees  are  from  fruiting  wood  cut  from 
trees  known  to  produce  heavy  annual  crops  of  true- 
to-type  fruit.  The  buds  are  inserted  high  enough  from 
the  ground  to  insure  the  full  benefit  of  the  resistant 
Sour  Orange  root.  As  the  buds  grow  they  are  care¬ 
fully  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  any  found  de¬ 
fective  or  deficient  in  vigor  are  destroyed. 

All  our  trees  are  straight  bodied,  properly  headed 
at  a  uniform  height  and  dug  and  handled  with  an 
adequate  ball  of  the  soil  in  which  they  grew  attached 
to  the  roots,  carefully  wrapped  with  burlap  and  tied 
securely  with  twine,  so  that  the  balls  remain  intact. 
They  are  then  set  in  the  shed  and  properly  cured  be¬ 
fore  delivery.  Handled  in  this  way  there  is  no  shock 
in  planting  and  all  grow  off  nicely. 

We  grow  and  offer  only  such  varieties  as  have  been 
fully  proven  in  the  Valley  as  to  productivity,  quality 
of  fruit  and  thriftiness  of  tree,  and  we  believe  our 
trees  are  the  best  in  the  world  for  Valley  planting. 
We  can  show  dozens  of  groves  that  justify  this  belief 
and  will  be  glad  to  show  them  to  anyone  interested, 
letting  them  judge  for  themselves. 


About  Imported 
Citrus  Trees 

Many  years  experience  have  proven  that  our  Home¬ 
grown.  Balled  Citrus  trees  are  of  far  greater  value 
for  Valley  planting  than  any  imported  trees,  no  mat¬ 
ter  where  grown.  There  are  many  reasons  for  this, 
among  which  are  the  following:  (1)  Our  trees  are 
grown  under  the  same  soil  and  climatic  conditions  as 
the  grove  will  be  and  need  no  acclimating.  (2)  They 
are  dug  and  handled  “Balled,”  so  there  is  no  loss  or 
set-back  in  transplanting.  Trees  dug  and  handled 
with  bare  roots,  as  all  imported  trees  must  be,  are 
subject  to  severe  shock  and  there  is  almost  certain  to 
be. a  loss  of  from  ten  to  twenty  per  cent  in  planting, 
often  more.  (3)  Our  trees  are  budded  on  Sour  Orange 
stocks  only,  whereas  imported  trees  are  very  likely 
to  be  on  other  roots  and  consquently  worthless  for 
planting  here.  (4)  Our  trees  are  grown  on  naturally 
rich  soil  and  are  not  ‘'pushed”  with  fertilizers.  Trees 
forced  with  fertilizers  are  usually  sappy  and  of  low 
vitality.  (5)  You  can  come  to  the  nursery  and  see 
what  you  are  getting  before  you  buy  and  should  any¬ 
thing  go  wrong  we  are  right  here  to  make  good, 
whereas,  if  you  buy  imported  trees  and  anything  goes 
wrong  you  have  no  recourse  and  can  only  pocket  the 
loss.  We  are  sure  that,  on  the  whole,  one  of  our  trees 
is  worth  two  imported  ones.

About  Cheap  Trees 

The  old  business  axiom,  “the  best  is  always  thy 
cheapest”  is  especially  applicable  to  Citrus  trees  and 
past  experience  here  in  the  Valley  has  demonstrated 
its  truth  very  forcibly.  Practically  every  failure  that 
has  been  made  is  directly  traceable  to  cheap  trees.  It 
is  impossible  to  grow  reliable  trees  and  sell  them  for 
the  prices  that  some  “nurserymen”  are  offering,  and 
if  you  will  look  at  the  results  obtained  by  planting 
cheap  trees  in  the  past,  you  will  investigate  mighty 
thoroughly  any  trees  offered  cheaper  than  our  prices. 
We  do  not  sell  cheap  trees.

We  guarantee  any  and  all  stock  we  sell  to  be  in 
first  class,  living  condition,  free  from  insect  pests  and 
diseases  and  agree  to  replace,  free,  any  tree,  shrub  or 
plant  not  found  so,  but  assume  no  further  responsi¬ 
bility.  All  orders  are  taken  with  this  understanding. 
All  orders  are  accompanied  by  a  Certificate  of  Inspec¬ 
tion  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture.

Terms  of  Sale 

All  prices  quoted  are  for  stock  delivered  at  our 
Nursery  Headquarters  at  Stuart  Place,  but  we  will 
make  free  delivery  of  any  orders  amounting  to  $50.00 
or  over,  anywhere  within  a  reasonable  distance  from 
our  nurseries. 

We  sell  our  stock  at  so  close  a  margin  over  cost  of 
production  that  we  are  compelled  to  sell  for  cash  only. 
On  all  orders  placed  for  future  delivery  we  require  a 
cash  payment  equal  to  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  the 
full  amount  of  the  order,  and  the  balance  is  due 
when  stock  is  delivered.  We  can  make  no  exceptions 
to  this  rule,  as  we  believe  this  to  be  the  only  way  of 
doing  business  that  is  perfectly  fair  to  both  our  cus¬ 
tomers  and  ourselves.

We  have  many  applica¬ 
tions  for  trees  from  non-residents,  who  want  to  plant 
citrus  groves  here,  but  have  no  one  they  can  rely  upon 
to  care  for  them  and  are  not  ready  to  come  them¬ 
selves.  Heretofore,  we  have  refused  all  such  orders, 
knowing  that  it  is  poor  policy  to  plant  a  grove  unless 
it  is  to  receive  good  care  after  planting.  We  have  re¬ 
cently  decided  to  contract  to  care  for  trees  that  we 
furnish  and  plant,  until  such  time  as  the  owner  can 
arrange  to  do  so,  provided  that  the  planting  is  of  suf¬ 
ficient  size.  We  care  for  such  plantings  in  the  best 
scientific  manner  and  our  prices  are  based  Jn  actual 
costs.

Description  of  Standard 
V  arieties 

GRAPEFRUIT 


CONNOR’S  IMPROVED  PROLIFIC:  A  superior 
variety  introduced  several  years  ago  by  Mr.  O.  W. 
Connor,  one  of  the  older  horticulturists  of  Florida. 
Very  similar  to  Duncan  from  which  variety  it  was 
bred.  It  is  claimed  by  the  originator  to  be  slightly 
earlier  and  to  have  fewer  seeds  than  Duncan.  A  good 
early  grapefruit  for  the  southwest. 

DUNCAN.  A  popular  one  for  the  Valley.  An  early 
and  heavy  bearer  of  large  sized,  high  quality  fruits, 
ripening  here  about  10  days  earlier  than  Marsh  Seed- 
less.  Florida’s  most  popular  grapefruit. 

EXCELSIOR.  Very  similar  to  Duncan,  except  slight¬ 
ly  larger,  higher  color  and  more  globular  shaped 
fruits.  Ripens  a  few  days  later  than  Duncan.  One 
of  Florida’s  best. 


FOSTER.  A  sport  of  Walters,  having  pink  flesh  and 
showing  pink  cheeks.  Ripens  about  with  Marsh. 
Very  popular  fruit  for  banquets,  etc.,  and  brings  fancy 
prices  for  that  purpose. 

MARSH  SEEDLESS.  This  is  given  UP  to  be  the  best 
variety  for  Valley  planting  on  account  of  its  extreme¬ 
ly  high  quality  as  grown  here,  no  other  citrus  growing 
country  being  able  to  equal  the  quality  in  this  that  we 
produce.  An  early  and  prolific  bearer  of  medium  to 
large,  smooth,  thin  skinned  fruits  of  very  high  qual¬ 
ity.  Practically  seedless.  Ready  to  pick  here  about 
the  last  of  October,  but  will  hang  on  the  tree  in  good 
condition  until  the  following  summer,  if  desired,  so 
that  it  may  be  held  until  the  market  is  at  its  best.  No 
other  grapefruit  can  compete  with  this  on  the  market. 


ORANGES 


LU  GIM  GONG.  Originated  from  seed  of  Valencia 
polenized  with  Mediterranean  Sweet  by  a  Chinese 
horticulturist  of  the  same  name  at  De  Land,  Florida, 
and  introduced  in  1911.  Practically  the  same  as 
Valencia,  except  that  it  ripens  somewhat  earlier  and 
is  said  to  be  able  to  hang  on  the  tree  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  for  a  longer  period.  One  of  the  best  late  oranges 
for  the  Valley. 

NORRIS.  Very  similar  to  Parson  Brown...  Ripens  at 
the  same  time  and  is  well  colored  when  ripe.  Flavor 
is  excellent  and  skin  expectionally  smooth.  Has  few 
seeds.  Claimed  by  the  originators  to  be  Superior  to 
Parson  Brown  on  account  of  its  color. 

PARSON  BROWN.  Another  leading  Florida  variety 
which  does  well  here.  Extremely  early,  ripening  in 
September  and  October.  Medium  size,  smooth  skin, 
pulp  rich  and  sweet,  ripe  enough  for  eating  while  the 
skin  is  still  green  in  color.  Its  extreme  earliness 
makes  it  highly  valuable  for  the  Valley.  The  trees 
we  offer  are  of  the  original  and  best  strain. 

PINEAPPLE.  Florida’s  most  popular  orange  and 
does  even  better  here.  Fruits  medium  size,  smopth, 
thin  skin  of  rich  orange  color,  flesh  rich,  sweet  and 
delicious.  Tree  vigorous,  thrifty  and  an  early  and 
heavy  bearer.  Ripens  here  in  December. 

VALENCIA.  Another  leading  California  orange 
planted  more  extensively  for  commercial  purposes 
than  any  other,  and  does  extremely  well  here.  Fruit 
is  large,  smooth,  of  high  quality,  few  seeds  and  a 
splendid  shipper,  slightly  oval  in  form  and  of  high 
color.  Tree  vigorous  and  an  early  and  heavy  bearer. 
Fruit  ripens  here  in  January,  but  will  stay  on  the  tree 
without  deterioration  until  mid-summer.  The  most 
profitable  orange  for  the  Valley,  in  the  opinion  of 
many  growers. 

WASHINGTON  NAVEL.  The  king  of  all  eating 
oranges  and  holds  first  place  in  California.  As  grown 
in  the  Valley,  the  fruit  is  very  large  and  smooth,  thin 
skinned  and  delicious.  Inclined  to  be  rather  shy 
bearers  while  young,  but  the  quality  of  the  fruit  more 
than  offsets  this  disadvantage,  especially  since  the 
crops  increase  as  the  tree  grows  older,  until  at  eight 
years  old  they  bear  heavy  crops,  if  the  trees  have  been 
budded  with  buds  taken  from  old  bearing  trees,  as 
ours  have.

TANGERINES 

DANCY  TANGERINE.  For  many  years  this  has  been 
the  leading  Tangerine.  Tree  vigorous  and  healthy. 
Fruit  medium  to  large,  few  seeds  and  very  high  qual¬ 
ity  and  is  a  prolific  bearer.  Like  all  the  kid  glove 
varieties  the  peel  is  very  easily  removed  and  the  seg¬ 
ments  separated.  A  fine  commercial  fruit  and  brings 
high  prices  on  the  market. 

WANURCOv  A  new  Tangerine  introduced  by  the 
Wartman  Nursery  Company  of  Florida,  hence  its  name, 
Wanurco.  It  is  claimed  to  be  superior  to  Dancy,  the 
fruit  ripening  earlier  and  being  larger  and  the  tree 
more  resistant  to  cold.  Has  not  been  planted  in  the 
Valley  long  enough  to  prove  its  claims  as  yet,  but  the 
indications  are  very  favorable  so  far. 

W  ILLOW  LEAF  TANGERINE.  Fruit  very  similar 
to  other  Tangerines,  but  tree  has  long  narrow  leaves 
and  is  of  more  or  less  weeping  habit,  making  it  valu¬ 
able  for  ornamental  purposes  as  well  as  fruit. 


LEMONS 


EUREKA.  This  is  the  leading  commercial  lemon  of 
California.  It  is  of  very  high  quality  and  a  prolific 
bearer.  Has  a  high  color  and  few  seeds. 

LISBON.  Another  California  commercial  lemon  that 
is  gaining  in  popularity  with  the  foremost  growers. 
Fruit  of  equally  high  quality  as  Eureka,  hut  the  tree 
shows  to  be  somewhat  more  resistant  to  cold.  It  is 
doing  extremely  well  here  in  the  Talley. 

POXDEROSA.  This  is  a  variety  of  lemon  that  is 
truly  wonderful.  The  tree  is  extremely  vigorous 
and  bears  very  young.  The  name  is  derived  from 
the  size  of  the  fruit  which  is  truly  ponderous.  The 
fruits  are  as  large  as  a  very  large  grapefruit,  while 
the  quality  is  high.  Too  large  for  a  commercial 
lemon,  but  fine  for  home  use.  The  most  striking  orna¬ 
mental  tree  in  the  citrus  family.  There  are  several 
strains  of  this  lemon,  some  of  which  are  rough,  thick 
skinned  and  very  seedy.  The  one  we  furnish  is 
smooth,  rather  thin  skin  and  of  very  high  quality. 
Every  planting  should  contain  a  few  Ponderosa 
lemons. 

VILLA  FRANCA.  This  is  the  most  popular  com¬ 
mercial  lemon  in  Florida.  Very  high  quality,  almost 
seedless  and  more  resistant  to  cold  than  most  lemons. 
It  is  also  doing  well  here  in  the  Valley.

LIMES 

BEAR’S  SEEDLESS  OR  TAHITA.  An  extremely 
valuable  lime,  especially  for  home  use.  Has  the  same 
high  quality  as  the  Mexican  lime,  hut  is  much  larger 
and  nearly  seedless.  It  is  too  large  to  be  the  most 
profitable  for  commercial  purposes,  as  the  drink 
stands  want  a  lime,  one  of  which  makes  a  drink.  One 
Bear’s  Seedless  will  make  two  glasses  of  limeade. 

MEXICAN  OR  KEY  LIME.  The  old  reliable  com¬ 
mercial  lime.  Tree  bears  young  and  prolific-ally, 
furnishing  fruit  throughout  the  year.  Fruit  of  ex¬ 
tremely  high  quality,  few  seeds  and  of  just  the 
right  size  for  the  use  of  drink  stands,  etc.  One  family 
of  four  in  the  Valley  states  that  one  tree  of  this  lime 
paid  their  grocery  bills  throughout  the  summer. 
Every  planting  should  contain  a  few  Mexican  limes. 

RANGPUR  OR  RED  LIME.  This  is  evidently  a  cross 
between  the  commercial  lime  and  some  member  of  the 
Mandarine  group,  as  it  has  the  same  deep  red  color, 
loose  rind  and  segments,  with  the  high  acidity  of  the 
lime.  We  do  not  consider  it  of  high  value  for  com¬ 
mercial  purposes  on  this  account,  but  for  home  use  it 
is  highly  valuable,  both  for  fruit  and  ornamenta’ 
purposes.  Fully  proven  in  the  Valiev. 


NEW  VARIETIES 

One  year  buds  on  3  and  4  yr.  Sour  Orange  roots.  B.&B. 


LEMON.  Meyers...  A  new  one  from  China.  Bears 
very  young  and  prolifically,  fruit  of  highest  quality 
and  the  right  size  for  the  market.  Tree  extremely 
resistant  to  cold.  The  coming  lemon  for  the  South- 
•  west. 

PINK  FLESHED  MARSH  SEEDLESS  GRAPE 
FRUIT.  The  coming  fancy  grapefruit.  A  sport  from 
JMarsh  Seedless,  originated  in  Florida  and  introduced 
f  under  the  name  of  “Thompson.”  Has  the  same  seed¬ 
less  quality  as  its  parent  and  is  considered  superior 
in  several  ways.  Fruit  is  larger,  almost  round  in 
shape,  quality  of  the  finest,  with  beautiful  pink 
juice.  Far  superior  to  Foster  Pink,  as  grown  here, 
and  will  soon  supercede  that  variety  for  the  fancy 
trade.  Only  a  limited  number  to  offer  this  season. 

TANGELO.  Sampson.  This  is  a  cross  between  the 
Pomelo  (grapefruit)  and  the  Tangerine,  as  the  name 
indicates.  The  fruit  is  larger  than  the  Orange,  with 
the  loose  rind  of  the  Tangerine  and  a  sprightly,  sub¬ 
acid  juice  combining  the  flavor  of  the  Tangerine  and 
the  grapefruit.  It  deserves  more  popularity  here  as 
it  is  a  fine  fruit  and  does  well.

Other  Fruit  Trees 

AVOCADO,  Alligator  pear.  Hardy  Mexican  seedling 
plants  suitable  for  budding  or  shade  and  fruit.  From 
6  inch  pots,  50c ;  field  grown,  B.  &  B.  3-4  feet,  $1.50 ; 
field  grown,  B.  &  B.  4-6  feet,  $2.00. 


BANANAS 


Aside  from  the  fact  that  these  often  make  good 
bunches  of  fine  flavored  fruit,  the  broad,  graceful  fo¬ 
liage  and  extremely  fast  growth  makes  these  highly 
valuable  for  the  Valley.  Nothing  gives  a  more  tropical 
air  to  the  grounds  and  every  planting  should  include 
some  bananas.

FIGS 


This  is  a  fruit  that  deserves  more  attention  than 
has  been  given  it  in  the  past,  as  it  grows  and  produces 
well  here,  if  given  proper  care.  They  grow  well  on  al¬ 
most  any  type  of  soil,  but  especially  on  the  heavier 
lands.  Trees  should  be  sprayed  several  times  during 
the  fruiting  season  with  Bordeaux  Mixture  to  keep 
down  Bust,  which  defoliates  the  trees  and  causes  fruit 
to  dry  up  before  maturity.  If  so  treated,  figs  will 
produce  very  heavy  crops  here  and  for  a  longer  period 
than  in  the  fig  growing  districts  further  north.  The 
varieties  we  grow  and  furnish  are : 

MAGNOLIA.  4  Tie  most  popular  one  for  preserving 
and  the  one  grown  exclusively  for  that  purpose 
throughout  the  Coast.  Large,  light  colored  fruit  that 
will  preserve  whole.  Bears  prolifically. 


FIGS.  CONTINUED 


GREEN  ISCHIA.  We  consider  this  the  best  all-round 
fig  for  home  nse.  Tree  very  robust  and  healthy.  Fruit 
medium  size,  pearl  green  outside  and  deep  pink  with¬ 
in.  Very  sweet  and  delicious  for  eating  fresh  and 
makes  delicious  preserves. 

CELESTE.  Very  robust  tree,  resembling  Green  Ischia. 
Fruit  rather  small,  but  extremely  sweet  and  fine  for 
preserving  whole.  Purplish  in  color  when  ripe.  A 
fine  one  for  home  nse.  but  too  small  to  compete  with 
Magnolia  for  commercial  canning. 

LEMON,  or  Yellow  Celeste.  Tree  very  similar  to 

Celeste.  Fruir  about  the  same  quality,  but  consider¬ 
ably  larger  and  yellow,  or  lemon  colored  when  ripe. 
Large,  heavy  plants  50c-  each. 
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GRAPES 


CARMAN.  A  strong,  vigorous  variety  well  suited  for 
South  Texas.  The  berries  are  large,  firm,  black  in 
color  and  of  superior  flavor.  It  is  resistant  to  disease 
and  highly  recommended.

How  to  Properly  Plant  . 


BALLED  TREES.  The  land  having  been  plowed 
leveled  and  staked  off  so  rows  will  be  straight,  dig 
holes  where  you  want  the  trees,  the  same  depth  as  the 
ball,  and  about  8  inches  larger  than  the  ball.  Set  the 
ball  in  the  hole  and  fill  around  it  with  well  pulverized 
top  soil,  up  to  the  shoulder  of  the  Ball,  Pour  in  about 
2  buckets  of  water.  When  settled,  cut  string  and  lay 
the  burlap  back  from  the  neck  of  the  ball  and  cover 
with  soil  to  finish  filling  the  hole.  Citrus  trees  should 
never  be  planted  lower  than  they  stood  in  the  nursery, 
and  if  planted  an  inch  higher  they  are  all  the  better. 
Roses  and  Evergreens  should  be  planted  somewhat 
deeper  than  they  stood  in  the  nursery,  for  best  results. 

BARE  ROOT  TREES.  Holes  should  be  dug  large  and 
deep  enough  to  accommodate  the  roots  without  crowd¬ 
ing.  Place  the  tree  upright  in  the  hole  and  work  well 
pulverized  soil  in  around  the  roots  with  the  fingers, 
straightening  them  out  in  a  natural  manner,  until 
the  hole  is  nearly  full.  Water  well  and  let  settle, 
then  finish  filling  the  hole.  The  top  layer  of  roots, 
(feeders)  should  be  at  the  top  of  the  ground  and 
covered  with  a  couple  of  inches  of  soil  when  the  job 
is  completed.  Never  allow  roots  to  get  dry  for  a 
moment,  but  keep  them  wet  at  all  times.  All  broken  or 
mutilated  roots  should  be  cut  off  with  a  sharp  knife.
